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Problems Sensory-motor Education Involving the Selection 
Play Materials and Apparatus for Small Children 


Alice Corbin Sies, School Childhood, University Pittsburgh 


has been written educators concerning 

sense education. Many advocates new 
systems education select educational materials 
without first distinguishing the means and ends 
which these materials are supposed serve. 
truly scientific must distinguish among various 
theories sense education order plan useful 
and rich environment objects and materials 
suited our purpose. must, fact, place our- 
selves among those theorists who hold one the 
following views: (1) That the sense organs them- 
selves can improved training; (2) That 
general power sense discrimination 
developed, which will carry over specific dis- 
criminations; (3) That sense training must 
specific order carry over specific situations. 
believe the first, shall train the senses ina 
gymnastic way, having little regard for materials 
and methods. believe the second, shall 
still emphasize the gymnastic training, but shall try 
also improve the brain associations connected with 
sense impressions, believing that this way gain 
general discriminative ability which will carry 
over specific useful acts. believe the 
third, shall try build specific sense habits 
which know useful life. The third view 
the only one now generally accredited. The fact 
that Montessori’s statements place her advocate 
the first the second theory does not convert 
discarded view. Dr. Kilpatrick, after study 
Montessori’s statements regarding sense education, 
says his monograph entitled The Montessori Sys- 
tem Examined: statements certainly seem 
imply belief the validity the general transfer 
training; and the more one studies Madame Mon- 
tessori’s writings, the more convinced does become 
that she holds some such 
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Rousseau, the earlier educators, seems have 
foreseen more modern conception sense educa- 
tion. ‘‘Rousseau saw that they (the senses) are 
part the apparatus action which adjust 
ourselves our environment, and that instead 
being passive receptacles they are directly con- 
nected with motor activities—with the use hands 
and seems also place great stress 
the quality thinking connected with sense observa- 
tion, for says: “It not enough use the 
senses order train them; must learn 
judge their means—we cannot really see, hear, 
touch except have thus seems 
that Rousseau sounds the keynote our modern 
theory, for makes the senses primarily active 
motor organs whose chief business active and 
specific sense discriminations. Having accepted the 
third theory, the problem still lies before select 
rich environment play materials which will give 
the child specific sense training useful life, and 
the same time keep conditions growth healthful 
and normal. 

While the city longer gives the child unlimited 
space roam about in, fences climb, and cellar 
doors slide down, still possible appeal 
the same interests through such play apparatus 
the slide, swings, walking beams, and the parallel- 
bar fence. There are things which can used 
together children and which take social 
meaning. The child can use them reach ends 
through his whole body and the same time develop 
specific sense judgments connected with the use 
arms and legs. are sometimes forgetful that 
real thinking just much connected with the use 
the arms and legs with extraneous objects and 
school subjects; and also that real thinking

The Kindergarten and First Grade 


absolutely dependent upon rich development 
the sensory-motor system. 

the time the child six years old, has 
several things accomplish which require persistent 
and continued effort: (1) perfect the reflex 
movements connected with the spinal cord; (2) 
co-ordinate movements trunk, muscles, and 
legs dependent upon growth the cerebellum; (3) 
mature the motor centers the cerebrum 
controlling the heavier muscles trunk, shoulders, 
and thigh; also the sensory centers. fair degree 
control motor reactions and sense adjustments 
situations useful life all that can safely 
demanded during these first six years. bring 
these essential portions the brain and spinal cord 
fair degree efficiency the chief business 
the child’s life. The difficulty this task 
heightened unstable conditions the growing 
body, parts which develop different times and 
with different rates growth, that the relation 
organs, muscles, and nerves time the 
same. The long trunk, the legs small proportion, 
the short neck, head girth out proportion chest, 
intestines and liver relatively large, heart small 
comparison with diameter arteries, low blood pres- 
sure, rapid circulation, tissues possessing small re- 
sistive power, and body large radiating surface 
that tremendous amount heat must gener- 
ated: all these factors complicate growth and point 
out definitely that the only safe and sane way 
health and development lies fitting child’s en- 
vironment and training each period develop- 
ment; for the child’s first business self-development. 
His tasks must child’s tasks, not adult’s. Much 
the restless activity children, irritating 
adults, absolutely essential child life and 
development. 

Play apparatus seems provide just the 
sary opportunity for sense education social 
environment. The children experiment alone and 
groups slides, swings, parallel-bar fence, etc., 
and this way not only work out their own ideas, 
but also receive suggestions from others. Each 
piece play apparatus suggests many uses related 
the child’s tissue hungers. Perhaps brief descrip- 
tion the uses which each piece apparatus may 
put will suggestive those who have not 
already made similar experiments. 


The Slide 


Sliding chiefly enjoyed the children because 
the pleasure smooth, gliding motion with 


gravitation unchecked the difficulties that usually 
accompany movement. Sliding down trees and 
cellar doors longer possible most children, 
but every available incline adapted for sliding 
purposes. The slide has long been popular 
playground apparatus. The nine-foot maple 
slide sold Marshall Field Company, Chicago, 
very satisfactory for children kindergarten age. 
Where space limited slide with adjustable 
incline which can detached from the steps and 
leaned against the wall best. important fea- 
ture slide for little children series 
broad enough prevent the child’s falling through,. 
and side railing grasp making the ascent. 

Many casual observers note the long line 
children who rotate use the slide the busy 
hours crowded playground, and conclude that 
the slide mere stimulus for relaxation. 
see the value climbing for muscles legs and arms, 
note the apparent relaxation from strain which 
follows the sitting position, and draw the 
that such play valuable from the physical stand- 
point only. The writer one time made record 
least one hundred play problems invented 
children under ten years old connection with the 
use the slide. One example the following: 
little boy five years made his first 
journey climbing cautiously step step, clinging 
the side railing, then, sitting position, with 
hands grasping the railing, let himself swept 
downward force gravitation. His little face 
was all puckered with anxiety, but this expression 
changed delight landed safely with slight 
shock the gymnasium mat. Quickly running 
back, repeated the feat over and over again, 
changing the rapidity the descent strength 
grasp. last dared make the journey down- 
ward without holding on. mastered 
problem, began experiment other ways. One 
day noticed another boy sliding down sideways 
swimming position, without touching hands 
feet the side railing. The first time tried 
imitate this act, failed get the right position 
and, not trusting himself, caught hold the side 
tailing several times. After much selection 
and ends which mind and muscles worked out 
the problem, made the descent safely much 
the same way the other boy had made it, then 
repeated the act several times with evident enjoy- 
ment. careful observer the thinking process 
involved was none the less important because the 
end reached was means the whole body. 
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Among the many stunts problems children 
work out the slide the following may men- 
tioned: They lie flat their faces and pull 
themselves slowly downward, regulating the speed 
variation strength muscular grasp; they 
slide down sitting position with hands held high 
overhead clasped behind them, and sometimes 
the older children increase the difficulty descent 
clapping their hands certain number times 
throwing and catching ball; they slide halfway 
down the knees and then spring sitting position 
before landing.

Dramatic games such train, tobogganing, 
fishing, fireman, etc., are very common connection 
with this piece apparatus, and usually they seem 
afford better social situations for the development 
social habits and attitudes than the traditional 
dramatic games. seems inevitable that all who 
place value training the growing body perform 
useful and accurate movements will recognize the 
value the slide educational apparatus. While 
none can foresee accurately just how far the specific 
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activities climbing, grasping, etc., will carry over 
into life, more than probable that some the va- 
riation muscular control gained such play will 
prove useful household and manual arts, and the 
habits mind engendered being ever alert 
reason out new problems are inestimable value. 


The Walking Board and Parallel-bar Fence 


After the mechanics walking 
accomplished, the energy consumed building 
these movements seeks another outlet. Walking 
continues pleasurable only long involves 


new and more difficult problems. The child’s de- 
light pulling and pushing toys, such wheel- 
barrows, wagons, and animals wheels, partly 
due the difficuity controlling moving object 
his own actions. home the child practices 
walking boards and curbings, stepping over 
cracks, and even unguarded moments walking 
the edges low buildings and precipices. Schools 
can satisfy this same desire providing walking 
boards, balance boards, and the parallel-bar fence. 
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walking board twelve feet long and five inches 
wide, elevated from the floor blocks three inches 
high, quite satisfactory for four and five year old 
children. Narrower boards with greater elevation 
offer greater opportunity older children for 
developing balance and skill walking. Sometimes, 
too, the children invent stepping paths various 
kinds placing blocks several inches apart 
straight rows winding circles. Often children 
from seven nine years old arrange the blocks 
rhythmic intervals make contrasts short and 
long steps which they play leap-run-run run- 
run-run-leap, two fundamental dance movements 
which later become respectively the polka and 
schottische. They like, also, engage races 
while carrying empty buckets oblong blocks 
their heads, and push small wheelbarrows con- 
taining pails full sand. Surely none can doubt 
the value such training building grace and 
poise specific ways. 

Montessori advocates the parallel-bar fence for 
walking plays. writer has tried adaptation 
her plan with good results. This piece 
apparatus consists two hard wood poles, eight 
feet long, which fit into series holes two 
upright posts supported heavy base, four 
inches wide. Little tots walk sideways along this 
base while clinging the pole above. this way 
they exercise the muscles legs, trunk, and arms 
without throwing the entire weight the torso 
the legs, when constant strain such kind should 
avoided. The older children chiefly enjoy perform- 
ing stunts the upper bars over gymnasium mat. 
Not only games skill but large number 
dramatic games are invented. One small boy in- 
vented cash-box game. straddled the lower 
bar and propelled himself moving his arms over 
the top bar rotary fashion. Both dramatic games 
and games skill can made very beneficial 
supervision. They develop the prehensive power 
the hand and co-ordinate various muscular 
activities needed pulling and lifting means 
the big trunk muscles. Surely these movements 
function work house shop. 


The Climbing Rope 


Groos says climbing probably the outcome 
special instinct. The importance climbing 
activities childhood usually recognized 
parents from the time child begins creep upstairs 
and climb low seats and tables the day when the 
boy’s whole ambition centers climbing some trees 


scaling low buildings, rocks, and cliffs. 
not need culture-epoch theorists believe 
the value climbing activities for stimulating good 
circulation and lung development well for 
building muscles trunk and limbs. climbing 
rope pole can purchased from any dealer 
athletic supplies made suspending strong 
rope knotted the bottom from strong, closed 
iron hook. The children enjoy various plays 
skill and invent many dramatic games connection 
with the use this piece apparatus. They like 
pull themselves and down the rope and chiefly 
swing back and forth with bended knees. 
they gain power prehension they add new prob- 
lems, such swinging from the rope low 
trapeze near by. Many dramatic scenes, such 
fireman and life-saving crews, are enacted the 
rope. both dramatic games and games skill 
the children build good specific movements 
pulling, bending, and kneeling which are sure 
prove useful many kinds work and play. 


The Swings 

Swinging more passive play than climbing, 
but none the less enjoyable children all races. 
The mother’s arms and cradle bring the first sensa- 
tions this kind baby arms. What tiny 
tot does not invent some kind rocking horse, 
only father’s foot the arm chair, and what 
delight finds later swinging the limb tree 
hammocks, rope-swings, and seesaws. All 
these swings can purchased from good athletic 
supply houses. The wide-seated chair swings sus- 
pended ropes from strong standard are very 
satisfactory for little children when the standard 
fastened securely the floor ground. The 
standard should placed that children can propel 
themselves pushing their feet against wall. 
this way the trunk supported while they exercise 
the muscles legs and arms. Many dramatic 
games take place the swings. Swimming 
favorite game. The children lie flat their stom- 
achs the swing seat and propel themselves 
movements arms and legs the air. 

The low trapeze swing can also secured from 
athletic supply houses made from old broom 
handle and strong rope. combines well with the 


climbing rope, many games can played out 
swinging from one another. 


The Springboard 


This piece apparatus can modeled after the 
Spalding springboard, except that should made 
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lighter and more flexible. placed the middle 
the room the children like run and jump various 
distances the soft gymnasium mat. Chiefly they 
enjoy using the elevation for spring and jump 
the low trapeze. Various dramatic games arise 
this way. Boat plays are enacted using brooms 
for oars; train plays jogging various number 
times for various distances between cities. The 
running, jumping, and swinging movements involved 
are invaluable for building good muscular move- 
ments reaching, pulling, and jumping—all useful 
life. 
Throwing Apparatus 

The prevalence throwing plays among people 
all nations leaves little doubt that throwing 
bottom instinctive. From the time when the playful 
infant drops his toys for the willing mother pick 
up, the day when the lad demands highly 
specialized game ball, throwing 
allure and entice. quote from Sigismund: 
children like throw and are often blamed for 
unjustly. should remember that although some 
window panes may endangered such play, 
lays the foundation for man’s supremacy over the 
animals and that means muscles are gradually 
developed and While may be- 
lieve that longer necessary hurl missiles 
order secure food conquer one’s adversaries, 
throwing still useful for general specific 
muscular adjustments. Downward throwing usually 
appears first, but soon followed forward and 
upward throwing, also throwing means blow 
and throwing mark. Numerous are the games 
all nations involving these fundamental move- 
ments. Besides the numerous games known 
play leaders small children, one piece apparatus 
deserves special mention. low basketball 
goal, used when throwing mark becomes 
vital interest. This can secured without the 
pole from athletic supply house, made from 
hoop and net and fastened the wall various 
distances, suit the children’s aim. The upward 
reaching and throwing movements are especially 
good develop the large fundamental muscles 
neck, trunk, and arms. These specific reaching 
movements are useful housework and various 
manual occupations. 

Summing up, then, the appropriateness selected 
pieces play apparatus part the social and 
physical environment the child, find that such 
apparatus serves the following uses: (1) affords 
stimulation for physical development the growing 


body; (2) Many plays afford opportunity for the 
child reach ends through the entire body; (3) The 
specific skills attained are connected with useful life 
activities; reaching, pulling, grasping, walking, bend- 
ing, jumping, climbing, etc. While the degree 
which these skills are transferred later life situa- 
tions depends upon the common element both 
situations, the probability the recurrence this 
common element greater than any line formal 
sense training, for the artist, artisan, housewife, 
farmer, professional and business man use greater 
less extent the fundamental movements learned 
early life; (4) These pieces apparatus represent 
things which can used together children for 
social purposes; (5) The varying uses which the 
apparatus can put places premium upon invent- 
ive, creative play leading progressive development 
imagination, reason, and judgment relation 
the situations concerned. 

And now come our second problem 
providing rich environment for education 
the selection objects and play 
materials which answer the same requirements 
did the play apparatus. believe with Dewey 
that medium where things have 
social uses necessary for intellectual well for 
moral growth. The more closely and more directly 
the child learns entering into social situations, 
the more genuine and effective the knowledge 
Also agree with Pestalozzi when 
says, human wisdom has for its bedrock 
intimate knowledge the immediate environment 
and trained capacity for dealing with it. The 
quality mind thus engendered simple and clear- 
sighted, formed having with uncompromis- 
ing realities and hence adapted future situations. 
firm, sensitive, and sure itself.’’** 

give knowledge the immediate 
environment and trained capacity for dealing with 
very difficult for any advocate one system 
accomplish. Even Pestalozzi, whose vision pointed 
out the necessity social contacts the environ- 
ment, often substituted object teaching for these 
richer contacts. Froebel’s emphasis logical se- 
quences the use materials led many his 
disciples become formal disciplinists. Montessori 
says her chapter sense training that aim 
not that the child shall know colors, forms, and 
the different qualities while the writer 
contends that such specific knowledge the most 
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valuable asset the child can have. seems impera- 
tive that become eclectic and select rich environ- 
ment objects and materials suited our own 
purposes. This was the problem confronting those 
planning equip the School Childhood the 
University Pittsburgh. Four years experimen- 
tation with play materials various systems the 
social environment possible the city play rooms 
had forced the writer certain conclusions regarding 
the social usages materials. While materials were 
chosen from all sources, they were used differently 
than the devotees any one system. They were 
not presented the children arbitrarily. The child 
coming the school found environment rich 
objects. After casual exploration his environ- 
ment, which experimented with materials 
rather haphazard way, his individuality began 
assert itself. chose his own mode expression, 
devised his own ends, and was interfered with only 
when his choices were below his powers and capac- 
ities. The home-play-room environment afforded 
plenty suggestions good sort and when 
needed more definite suggestion the play leader was 
there stimulate and guide. Throughout his 
play was permitted move about freely, talk 
and communicate with his playmates, and, fact, 
construct his own environment, physical and social. 
After two years experimentation with this plan 
seems promising results. Definite conclusions 
await tests which will show the results gained five 
six years hence. Perhaps some illustration will 
show the social use materials upon which the 
School Childhood places emphasis. 

child wishes build house selects place 
and hunts for blocks required shape and size, 
the needs the building suggest. not limited 
being given box containing set number 
blocks out which somehow, some way, must 
build the house has mind. gets each block 
board its need suggested. has the range 
the entire environment for means accomplish 
his purpose. His fence may consist chairs, 
blocks, and his pavement may most realistically 
made out bricks and sand. His house when 
finished may occupy much floor space 
compatible with the needs other children and 
may draw into his play any child who becomes 
interested his problem. 

little girl wishes play house, she may 
incorporate into her play any material she chooses, 
She may utilize boxes, chairs, boards, blocks, and 
furnish her house with useful toys, such dishes. 


dolls, beds, tables, chairs, brooms, stoves, etc., 
she may construct out clay such household 
utensils she needs. She may incorporate into her 
play any number children members her 
social group, brothers, sisters, nurses, doctors, etc. 
She may wash and dry real dishes, serve meals 
approximating reality, and make beds her mother 
does. The play leader’s function here stimulate 
through imitation the development habits allied 
home and the social arts. child shown 
how wash doll’s clothes her own are washed 
home, and iron them with hot iron. She 
encouraged enlarge her doll’s wardrobe ways 
commensurate with her social knowledge and manual 
skill. She learns first steps the making things 
much the same way primitive man does. The 
first crude sewing gradually replaced more 
utilitarian models. The first carpets are usually 
woven out coarse pieces cloth crude loom, 
and the first painting and decorating are usually 
related real objects used She learns 
about color from her dolls’ dresses much the same 
way which she will discriminate clothing and 
textiles later home-making situations. She learns 
form, size, and dimensions from the use toys, 
dolls, boards, boxes, spools, and papers which she 
handles working out play problems way 
suggested real experience the home and the 
larger social environment. Her ideas size are not 
gained from fitting cylinders various heights and 
width into fixed holes box, her knowledge 
form limited fitting geometrical insets into cor- 
responding places framework wood. 
ideas color are not gained pasting parquetry 
circles arranging tablets wound colored silk 
chromatic scales. brief, her experience with 
color, form, size, and weight are gained from ordinary 
objects used daily contacts. The knowledge 
gained rich and varied enough, not only build 
specific skills, but enlarge concepts that 
common elements are likely function untried 
situations. 

seems more than likely that much the train- 
ing gained through the didactic apparatus Montes- 
sori will not function later life. The kindergarten, 
too, has not been entirely blameless giving training 
impracticable life. Many equipment lists show 
that paper folding, weaving, card sewing, and par- 
quetry work are still used spite the tendency 
substitute constructive material adapted prob- 
lem uses. Similar limitations may easily charged 
the account the primary school. For example, 
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much the busy work arithmetic and reading 
mechanical drill formal problems unlikely 
real life situations. 

Perhaps list play materials used the School 
Childhood, University Pittsburgh, may prove 
suggestive. Because the experiment too young 
yield conclusive evidence regard the im- 
‘portance certain materials over others leading 
specific skills useful life, effort has yet 
made standardize skills, The card records 
show that some children have gained certain skills 
the expense other skills, but that all the children 
show marked gain personal initiative, inventive- 
ness, and ability devise and follow out purpose 
once chosen. After six seven years, the records 
results ought speak for themselves.

great struggle Europe has caused many 

think more seriously and analytically 
about the whole question freedom and control, 
about the relationships existing between the gov- 
erned and the governing. How much freedom 
and control necessary various situations the 
end living efficiently and happily? 

have asked ourselves, doubt, has this 
war message for other nations, especially America? 
Are there not warnings for nation? so, 
what? 

Freedom surely something that cannot 
given; must won. must have faith the 
learning process for social and moral situations 
well for the mental and physical ones. 

The very fact that democracy throws much 
responsibility upon the individual our best reason 
for working out the whole democratic creed our 
schools. 

must not forget the demands and needs 
society and over-emphasize the demands and needs 
the individual child. Our schools, from the 
kindergarten the university, must embryonic 
society, where the child and youth meet actual 
life situations and conditions and 
strengthened, disciplined, and prepared for effective 
living, because they have the opportunity live 
every hour. 

Are not realizing more keenly every year that 
the majority our youth have respect for very 
little this world—neither the Son spelled with 
capital nor his fellow creatures—that they are 
indulged, entertained, undisciplined group, sadly 
prepared for the art living some worthy pur- 
pose? 

not, beg you, think pessimist about 
this. Far from it. essentially optimistic 
viewpoint, for the cure seems well begun when 
have realized and frankly acknowledged the need 
remedies. ‘‘Man improved education 
improved any other human activity, open- 
minded thought about it. Social pressure required 
prevent folly and injustice education 
elsewhere.”’ 

The great problem for democracy to-day is, 
how far wise for the immature make their 
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own laws have voice their making and how 
far shall the mature enforce them? 

The established order too often thought right 
and variations from that order are not welcomed. 
Must not more open-minded and give fairer 
hearing those who offer variations, and not just 
dismiss them annoying? 

there not happy medium between freedom 
and control our methods training children 
which will produce enjoyed and 
looked upon blessings; which will develop 
them respect for their elders, not awe nor fear, 
but wholesome admiration for superior attainments 
and desire with them? Familiarity should 
not breed contempt but admiration and aspiration. 

this whole matter discipline, modern 
psychology very encouraging would but 
heed the statements experts this field educa- 
tion.

The satisfyingness and annoyingness the 
states which follow the making the connection 
between the stimulus and response are the chief 
forces which remodel man’s nature. This law 
effect the fundamental law learning and teaching. 

Upon this law and our wise application 
the training little children rests the whole 
question discipline, the lack it. the 
satisfactions and annoyances followed consistently 
upon the heels the responses made, should 
have less friction and more self-control and self- 
government. 

Let take, for instance, the table manners 
the children the homes to-day. 

How many children you know whom 
real pleasure have the not expect- 
ing them live the old tradition being 
seen and not heard, for surely have gotten 
beyond such rigidity, restraint, and discomfort. 
No, merely expect them take their place 
members the household, who all have the same 
aim, that enjoyable meal, where each individual 
proves his understanding the law reciprocity. 
Any failure contribute this aim must result 
some annoyer sufficiently deterring power 
make that child realize that prefers stay 
member the group. 

Children are very wonderful the way 
which they live the demands that are made 
them. They behave well badly they are 
allowed to. The blame for their unpleasant ways 
must not laid upon them but upon those who 
have had charge their training and have allowed 
them grow into unsocial beings, unbalanced and 
disagreeable, fact—social nuisances. 

Mothers and teachers often ruin their attempts 
discipline giving too many chances. 
phrase hear every few moments friend’s table 
is, you that again you cannot have 
your but never but once did this actually 
happen, though the misdemeanor was almost al- 
ways repeated, with slight variations. 


child cannot expected behave well when 
there company unless has acquired the habit 
behaving well when there not; that 
psychological impossibility. 

much the talking might avoided, and 
beneficially so, those who bring children 
(by hand, did Pip’s sister) would more and 
say less, the annoyer administered were closer 
the child’s feelings, really cared about it, 
really annoyed him! long children get 
what they want without behaving well, without 
doing things for other people, why should they 
change their actions? 

often the punishment annoyer given 
means nothing; for instance, sent the kitchen 
finish meal, sent bed and allowed have 
books and playthings. sensitive child there 
may ignominy having finish meal the 
pantry but the average one matters not 
long the pie cake forthcoming. 

Then, too, the child constantly removed 
from the situation and stimulus which offers tempta- 
tion, how acquire strength and control 
resist making the wrong response? child 
ever going learn how behave any given 
situation and the stimulus are kept apart? 

Opportunities for social adjustments must 
constant and regular and made among those con- 
temporaneous age, well with their elders, 
away from mother and nurse teacher who prompts, 
props, and prods his moral and social responses, who 
his conscience and who makes his choices for him. 
Social life situations allow for the great factors 
learning both imitating others and from the 
suggestions others, and these are valuable, the 
suggestions come from sufficient variety sources. 

Many children to-day are greatly pitied 
because too much done for them, dictated 
them, and they are deprived the learning processes. 

seem have dropped into age enter- 
taining, breathless going from one sensation 
another, whether mechanical toys for the 
five-year-old moving picture plays for the sixteen- 
year-old. not only destroys their power 
think, but also makes impossible happiness, content- 
ment, and resourcefulness, and they speak life 
‘‘so seventeen, there not ‘‘something 
they say, every waking hour. 

deplorable, the few children one finds who 
contribute any service their homes. this not 
one very strong reason why time hangs heavily, 
for who appreciates true sense that which not 
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earned? seldom value anything for which 
not make sacrifices. The law contrast, 
expressed the proverb, the spice 
necessary one would have appreciation, 
but variety does not mean fatiguing and nerve- 
wracking and incessant change. 

The slogan for children to-day seems 
them happy” and consequently they are 
planned for and about and deprived the chance 
learning the real joy work, accomplishing, 
overcoming difficulties, and they grow without 
the ability so, merely for lack practice.

use crayon should preceded work 

charcoal, which lends itself more readily 
mass drawing, not only because the work can 
done with the soft, flat surface the chamois, but

Line art represents the direction growth 
motion, such grasses, pussy willows, seaweed, the 
fern frond, rhythm waves, splashes rain, even 
the flight birds.

Simple Decorations for Kindergarten Schoolroom

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The Relation the Kindergarten and the Elementary Grades

relation between the kindergarten and the 
elementary school old and much discussed 
topic, yet one made ever new changing conceptions 
education. principles which govern organic 
education are more clearly understood and applied all 
along the line training childhood and youth, the 
relationship between the elemental divisions educa- 
tion passes through varied aspects, interpreted 
fairly well only the initiated. 

The nature the beginning the kindergarten 
movement, the birth itself, made essentially differ- 
ent character from that the elementary school. 
educational review few decades past shows 
the fundamental differences favor the kinder- 
garten,as more akin life itself, and the leavening 
influence the educational process which follows the 
years its period. The influence has been kind 
both external and internal, the latter hopeful 
prospect present times. 

The failure the kindergarten transform 
least the primary end elementary education has 
been large measure responsible for the construc- 
tive criticism heaped upon the kindergarten. 
comparison the reports former kindergarten con- 
ferences with those to-day indicates the stimulus 
consequent the criticism factor growth 
building stronger, more enduring foundation the 
educational system. 

Evidences need for increasingly more effective 
work the part the builders are seen every 
hand. First these evidences that there still 
lack the kindergarten whole school systems 
considerable size parts our country. Some sys- 
tems add kindergartens slowly, grudgingly. Califor- 
nia has reason proud the law recently passed 
the state which provides that petition 
parents guardians twenty-five more children 
between the ages four-and-a-half and six, residing 
within mile any elementary school, and with the 
approval the school authorities, the Board Edu- 
cation concerned shall establish and maintain kin- 
You may know that the legislation 
which accomplished this was the result the efforts 
the California State Congress Mothers. The 
reports progress the establishment new kin- 
dergartens the state have been most gratifying. 
believed that more backward states will follow 
the good example California. 


Secondly, there lack provision for progres- 
sive kindergartens places where the kindergarten 
has long been established part the school sys- 
tem. Thisis largely due prevalence traditional 
customs educational thought and practice, which 
retards progress kindergarten well grade 
work. 

Thirdly, and hard reconcile to-day, the lack 
appreciation the value the kindergarten, 
whether this condition comes through apathy the 
best interests children, owing wrong con- 
ceptions the nature the kindergarten. 

This failure recognize the kindergarten 
essential part children’s educational experience 
comes from the world outside and within the ranks 
those called educators. feared that there 
are still many people who would agree with the 
woman the train few days ago who assured me, 
response suggestion, that her little 
daughters would enjoy the kindergarten, that she 
did not believe much kindergarten teaches 
children the habit playing. 

School authorities, superintendents, principals, 
and now and then teacher, oppose kindergarten 
the ground that does not fit children for real work. 
probable that some school authorities who have 
small comprehension the substantial essence the 
kindergarten have not only not promoted its growth 
trying inform themselves its best fundamental 
principles and practical workings, but have been the 
means discouraging its growth, saying that 
losing ground. This has been the case where the 
matter expense has been exaggerated concern, 
for the kindergartner plainly, even the layman, 
must have equipment, even though the grades just 
above are often skimped for necessary supplies. 

The bulwarks the kindergarten system the 
twentieth century are its strong training schools, 
versus the weak ones earlier period. The 
private training schools that cannot well equipped 
for giving broad, modern preparation are disappear- 
ing. The requirements for admission to-day our 
recognized leading kindergarten courses are main- 
tained high standard that young women 
know they must possess more than merely love for 
little and the ability play the piano, 
before they knock for admission the door the 
training school. What splendid opportunity 
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afforded to-day for the development womanhood 
through the length and course the kindergarten 
training, the breadth subjects the curriculum 
given able men and women instructors, and through 
good opportunities for experience student teaching 
under skilled supervision. gives one unbounded 
satisfaction realize that more and more little 
children will have the opportunity develop into 
school boys and girls from environment dominated 
those who have had more than taste usable 
science, art, and literature, and whose psychology 
and .sociology shall function the education the 
whole immediate community. 

Public school workers are much concerned with 
the ways which kindergarten training functions 
the school system. the first place, the natural 
aptitude for work kindergartners must taken 
into account. Proportionately much larger num- 
ber kindergartners than grade teachers have gone 
into the chosen work from decided preference for 
their particular kind work. This condition 
working existence presupposes wholesome satis- 
faction the work, which see emanating from the 
kindergarten the good all who come contact 
with its influence. Besides the joy that radiates 
from the good kindergartner, noticeable once 
that feeling security that real training gives, the 
lack which feel overwhelming degree 
elementary teachers, who often have long way 
before they begin comprehend what means 
use advantage the natural instincts and impulses 
growing children, guideposts every turn 
schoolroom procedure. 

primary teachers have more general and more 
specific preparation for work, including grounding 
fundamental kindergarten principles, and kin- 
dergartners general have the training which gives 
them intelligent insight into the work which follows 
the kindergarten age, the elementary grades will 
able profit much from the kindergarten the 
public school. The workers will time bridge over 
the gap which once yawned like great chasm be- 
tween the foundation and the superstructure, and 
the kindergarten spirit will extend ever upward. 
Primary teachers are already receiving much help from 
the manifestations increasing intelligent interest 
the part kindergartners who follow the progress 
the children they started. 

The intelligent world expects considerable 
children from four six years old, are able 
judge from published vocabularies and records 
various kinds tests physical strength and mental 


capacity. Most have wished times that 
had been treated earlier life than were 
had intelligence, had had more respect paid 
thinking human beings. Parents who study young 
children with the purpose guiding more intelligently 
individual developing childhood are still rare, com- 
pared with those who think their chief duty that 
providing food, clothing, and shelter, with more 
less recreation the unwholesome kind thrown in. 
Dorothy Canfield Fisher, her book Mothers and 
Children, issues warning note parents against 
allowing the trained outsider perform part 
the duty toward the child when must share the 
home with other institutions. Asa parent, she says:

The little 
fellow reluctantly obeyed, coming slowly toward the 
house. his mother sobbed, Daddy wouldn’t 
let stay get ice cream. digged down 
till could feel the servants the fairies and they 
were going bring some ice cream just 
Who that understands child nature and 
revels the manifest signs power dream great 
dreams and from these construct great works for 
man, would take away Santa Claus, the brownies, 
elves, and fairies? 

Hanford Henderson dwells length cultivating 
the imagination childhood. says: 
are often accused having too much imagination, 
but reality that hardly possible. The imagina- 
tion may run riot, and, growing what feeds 


upon, come dangerously near untruthfulness, the 
store facts may have been too small. But the 
remedy not kill cripple the imagination; 
rather provide the needed equipment facts 
and train the imagination within the limits 
truth and Further, Mr. Hender- 
son says: not safe assume that parents 
and teachers are blessed with such large store 
imagination that may once pass the work 
cultivating our children. the contrary, 
our immense lack equipment this illuminating 
quality only too evident when one glances our 
schools, our industries, our churches, our government, 
our own irrational lives. lively imagination 
playing freely about these social institutions would 
long ago have quite transformed them. The fact 
people the world have scant regard for the 
imaginative people, for imagination which 
pricks many solemn bubble and upsets many 
time-honored convention. Imagination the 
heart all reforms, all progress. the enemy 
all absurdity and unreason. see the world 
might be—this the high province the imagina- 
tion. Even the exact sciences, the man 
imagination who extends the boundaries knowledge. 
mathematics, physics, astronomy, chemistry, even 
biology, one must poet and must see the 
things that are not, well the things that are. 
One must image novel results order win novel 
results. 

the men and women who have done things 
have had imagination. Sovaluable quality well 
worth cultivating ourselves and our children. 
can increased definite and practical meth- 
ods. One excellent step this direction not 
take things for granted, but friendly way 
question all statements contrasting them with 
their opposites. Another read books travel 
and adventure, fairy tales sober sort, and the 
lives inventors and pioneers. are prone 
forget that human achievement spiritual victory 
and depends upon invention. prominent sociol- 
ogist thus states the case: ‘Wealth, the transient, 
material; achievement, the enduring, immaterial.’ 
The products achievement are not material things 
all. They are not ends, but means. They are 
methods, ways, principles, devices, arts, systems, 
face such testimony this, odd that 
should make education consist repetition and 
grant such small part initiative.”’ 
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devoted and capable primary teacher ex- 
perience says that little children whose imagination 
not cultivated are hampered the grown-ups, 
who, having eyes, see not. This teacher, firm 
supporter the kindergarten, the advantage 
both kindergarten and grades, feels that little chil- 
dren are well started their education when they 
can see with eyes open, image with eyes closed, and 
have power place themselves many situations, 
through the exercise the imagination. She ex- 
pects the kindergarten prepare them all this, 
infinitely more value than the school 
work, the counting, cetera, the kindergarten 
may called, preparing them work and play 
together, and teaching them listen every 
utterance the teacher, they some- 
thing they wanted hear. 

choosing materials for the curriculum to-day, 
answer the questions, What shall teach and 
how shall teach, the awakening each mind 
stronger purpose than ever before, the developing 
native power much-considered task educa- 
tion. The value initiative urged from every 
stronghold human intelligence. The need 
guided imagination far cry from sordidly 
practical world. Where shall begin with little 
children who have come from the home—the home 
most alive its responsibilities and able further 
every step organic education, the home which can 
only contribute children who must supplied with 
everything that makes for soul-development, well 
much needed for physical growth?

life animals and plants, give them opportunity 
unlock for themselves some the mysteries na- 
ture’s appealing methods, and start them that 
long road appreciation beauty earth and sky, 
—of rivulet, flower, tree, bird, and cloud. This ac- 
cumulation, for use permanent fund, which 
means resources within one’s self, constantly 
needed life’s way plowed. Study your fellow 
travelers wonderful journey several days’ 
duration. How many them are able ap- 
preciate, any measure, the wonders and beauties 
before them, which might speak appealing lan- 
guage they had learned children read Nature 
and follow her ways? Dr. Dewey told years ago 
that the scientific attitude mind not irrelevant 
the teaching children and youth, many 
would suppose, and that native and unspoiled 
attitude childhood, marked ardent curiosity,

These little 
observers, with eyes near the ground, find out 
for themselves what helps the seeds fly, how 
differently the various flyaways are constructed, 
which flyaways can fly farthest, and possibly why, 
and the ways tramp seeds have holding on. 
they classify seeds according habitat, seeds 
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the garden, field, and farm, vegetable, flower, and 
fruit seeds, there wonderful amount absorb- 
ing manipulation stimulating material. The seeds 
collected, saved, and labeled are those used the 
little gardeners the following spring. 

What more appealing material for beginning first- 
grade language and reading could found than the 
children’s experience with the seeds, the knowledge 
gained the kindergarten functioning worth while 
reading matter, regardless the text-books which 
are follow the first reading lessons. such school 
work children are not asked forget all the knowl- 
edge they have gained six years, charge made 
connection with type first grade reading mat- 
ter not being rapidly enough removed from our 
schools. 

The more competent first-grade teachers ex- 
perience make many primer for their own needs. 
The lessons series from made

occupied, that his time and efforts and results are 
reckoned with considering his whole later 
development. want, well, show why 
must allowed live free, happy individual, who 
may develop all the initiative his nature affords, 
order the same time truly thoughtful, con- 
trolled, obedient, and considerate others all his 
dealings with his fellows. must drive home 
convincing manner, all concerned, that what was 
good enough education for the child twenty-five 
years ago not good enough for the child to- 
day, born into ever new and more complex condi- 
tions society. 

Not many days ago intelligent father said 
that did not feel that the kindergarten was 
meeting the experience his child. told 
the child’s life outside kindergarten, and agreed 
with him that the background that kindergarten 
was not large enough develop the wholesome in- 
terests his boy and thus employ the full powers 
his wide-awake nature. 
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This week, mother talked grave con- 
cern over her problem, five-year-old boy whose short 
experience the public school kindergarten left the 
mother doubt whether would not more 
harmed than benefited year the kind treat- 
ment had received.

The mather said that 
the making the orange was wholly unrelated 
any other work the morning. fact, she said, 
the work with the blocks, the cutting, pasting, and 
the games, all seemed stand alone, and were 
undertaken without special appeal the children 
any point. 

trying sum the relation between the kin- 
dergarten and the elementary grades, has been in- 
teresting compare conditions two large school 
systems about the same size—one which good 
kindergartens have for many years been integral 
part the system, and the other without kinder- 
garten. The system with the kindergarten founda- 
tion may lack substantial elements progressive 
education that the other has, but are concerned 
with the influence the kindergarten the grades. 

First. Immature children may given varied 
and rich experience kindergarten before they must 
begin read and write and number work, 
required equal amounts many systems for all 
children alike, though the difference capacity 
first-grade children often greater than any two 
grades above. 


Second. The kindergarten does great work for 
foreign children with language handicaps, who need 
grow slowly into the use new language 
through dealing with real things live situations. 

Third. The free, spontaneous play the kinder- 
garten and the play element work, which develops 
the real co-operative spirit, may brought the 
attention all grade teachers. 

Fourth. The homelike, well ventilated, orderly 
kindergarten room, furnished with: plants, pictures, 
piano, aquarium, and visiting pets, puts the bare, 
desolate, stuffy, disorderly schoolroom shame. 

Fifth. abundance material evidence 
room and closet, much raw state 
made into things use and beauty, indicates 
that although the kindergarten lovely school 
home, and the best kind play room, yet 
veritable workshop. Would that our grade school- 
rooms could more rapidly assume the aspect well- 
ordered workshops, which materials serve more 

Sixth. The kindergartner, 
gives evidence her own skill pieces work often 
seen about the room. These are not for the children 
imitate directly, but serve models color com- 
binations, proportion, appropriate size, and careful 
workmanship. 

Seventh. The kindergartner’s pleasing person- 
ality, radiating joyous attitude work and to- 
ward all life, sometimes marked contrast the 
neighboring workers with children. 

Eighth. The willingness the kindergartner 
help others, especially the teachers the first and 
second grades, see the possibilities environ- 
mental materials, all materials usable with chil- 
dren, educative factor great value. 

Ninth. Constructive work high quality 
done the trained student child nature and 
child needs, showing how little waste there need 
child’s time and effort, when given 
opportunity help himself, learn depend upon 
himself, perform tasks involving the common wel- 
fare his group,—in other words, when treated 
thinking, responsible being, who must learn 
make important decisions through the exercise 
judgment small matters childhood. 

Tenth. The suggestive kindergarten programs 
that indicate problem work progress, terms 
easily interpreted, give forth many useful hints. 
They may include: (a) the method developing 
topic through conversation; (b) the games, stories, 
songs, and pictures used relation the other 
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work; (c) methods using materials, through dic- 
tation, part dictation, and through the freedom 
choice the part children; (d) the best time 
day for the quiet period; (e) the nature and purpose 
the excursion. short, the kindergarten pro- 
gram the wall may show the well-defined in- 
terests and the means which are employed assist 
children making the required physical, social, and 
intellectual adaptations. such weekly 
programs may illuminating teachers and 
patrons. 

Eleventh. Kindergartners the homes and 
bring parents the school, and they help them 
see and exercise the obligations and privileges the 
natural guardians children toward the education 
beyond the kindergarten, know and uphold guid- 
ance and training that mean real development, 
through appealing work, joyous play, all varied 
experience with real things lifelike situations. 

Twelfth. The worthy kindergartner knows what 
she has undertaken during the year and what 
she has accomplished. She should put her aims and 


results report accessible for the primary teacher, 
who must learn build carefully upon the founda- 
tion laid the kindergarten. 

conclusion, can only emphasize the urgent 
appeal thinking workers that more better 
opportunities for comprehending the real meaning 
education given those who have with 
the guidance childhood and youth. Adults must 
make their lives convey the meaning that real 
educator utters, and kindergarten and elementary 
school must come together demonstrating the 
truths: ‘‘The fundamental, essential work edu- 
cation with the spirit. must safeguard the 
child from false impressions, unsound conclusions, 
unwarranted commands and inhibitions. must 
remove obstacles and enemies and sorrows. The 
proper work education not prune and thwart 
and bend and force. rather keep hands off, 
and cheer, that the child’s spirit shall move 
forward freely into the novel creations its own 
appointed path.”

producing things, might have less weakness, less 
inefficiency. 

the natural interests the young child are 
things sense, why not allow him develop through 
his interests instead forcing upon him the interests 
alater the law growth self-prompted, 
creative activity, why not obey the law and allow 


opportunity for creative work, self-prompted work, 
instead requiring him always follow directions 
others? 

Activity another law childhood. Why then 
should little children obliged sit rows 
desks with folded hands, waiting for orders? Every 
thought accompanied impulse act. 
This very marked childhood but not evident 
maturity. Possibly the lack initiative, 
failure execute our plans, may measure 
due the suppression this impulse the early 
years. 

Why not act reasonably education 
other things? the nature the little child requires 
freedom, why not give freedom, instead requiring 
him sit stationary desks and silent?

What does the growing mind require? Intel- 
ligent, self-prompted occupation, often help and 
guidance from the teacher but rarely ordered 
attention; time observe, investigate, think, and 
reason out things which are interesting the im- 
mature, unfolding mind; constructive work, stories, 
music, play; activities harmony with age and 
interests, that is, things sense the early years; 
books, experiences others, and abstractions the 
later years. 

What does the spirit Joy the work— 
genuine desire doit. The child must have work 
which feels important—work which loves 
do, work which enlists the activity the entire 
organism, which does sincerely, giving his whole 
being the task. The spirit must not know fear. 
The spirit must not worried anxious about the 
opinions others—must not tempted appear 
know; but learning should the unconscious 
result doing. Dishonesty, fear, anxiety, have 
place the development the spirit; therefore 
the school process educational must provide 
environment which insures joy and sincerity 
action. 

The child slow development has sacred right 
that slowness the quick developer has his 
rate growth. unwholesome force self- 
consciousness calling attention either retarded 
rapid development that one child becomes 
egotistical another lacking self-confidence. 

The weak child must made stronger, the 
strong child must preserved and perfected. The 
slow child must allowed develop consciousness. 
The quick child must supplied wider field that 
his development may symmetrical and beautiful, 
not weakened egotistical self-consciousness. 

the business adults provide the environ- 
ment for mental growth obedience the law 
mental development, just they must provide 
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physical food harmony with the demands the 
developing body. 

our fear that the child will not know the 
things should later life, often dull cripple 
the mind the early years forcing the learning 
things for which the mind not ready. 

The wise mother does not force her babe 
walk but waits faith and patience until the little 
limbs indicate readiness bear the weight, 
knowing that the healthy child will walk due 
time, and that premature walking may result 
deformity. The mental deformity from which many 
suffer may not easily discerned but none 
the less certain result from premature forced 
learning. 

Emphasis upon the acquisition knowledge 
instead the development the individual has 
resulted often the sacrifice soundness body, 
intelligence mind, and sweetness spirit, for the 
mere accumulation facts. 

The greatest loss, however, the suppression 


the individuality resulting from this false motiva- 
tion. Fear failure meet requirements, fear 
reproof, being considered inferior, fear any 
kind weakens the will power and undermines 
character. Strain and anxiety, desire up,”’ 
cause nervousness and destroy true interest, prevent- 
ing the development real mental power. 

Children are too immature, inexperienced, and 
ignorant know what best for them; therefore 
their desires may not always followed. Adults 
who are the business raising children should 
know what best—that is, what harmony 
with the nature the child—and provide envi- 
ronment which will react wholesomely. 

the occupations and exercises provided are 
harmony with the demands the child’s nature, 
the response will is, the 
entire organism, body, mind, and spirit, will 
co-operatively active and the child will doing 
what loves and this only, the 
highest sense educational.

appointment his father because, the age ten 
years, arrant little coward. His father can- 
not understand this but, guest the family not 
long since, overheard the child’s mother tell him 
that teased his little sister God wouldn’t love 
him, and, almost the same breath, his father told 
him that brought home poor report from 
school again would give him such thrashing 
that he’d never forget it. 

One, even, these statements would have been 
probable that the love the Almighty enfolds the 
sinner lavishly does the saint. tell child 
that act his cuts him off from this Divine 
fellowship not going make him courageous 
the battle for the right. threaten child with 
severe physical pain either develops him false 
kind bravado that quite menacing his best 
development cowardice or, the majority 
cases, strengthens child fear, which just the result 
that wish most avoid. 

When the ancients wanted plant the seed 
valor the hearts their boys, they set model 
before them whose example they were emulate 
and whose footsteps they were run the race 
life. Gladiator, stoic, philosopher, apostle, martyr, 
and saint surrounded these forgotten children like 
cohort and the children were not themselves, but 
the ideal set before them. They lost their own 
weaker impulses the ideals fortitude and 
uprightness that their parents and teachers set 
before them the examples these race heroes. 

can make children brave and purposeful and 
resolute to-day the same way. Childhood the 
age emotional idealism. Almost never the child 
really himself unless call his attention his own 
personality finding fault otherwise 
him, punishing him, making him self-conscious 
appealing his vanity. Instead, the engineer, 


storekeeper, politician, bandmaster, umpire, what- 
ever impersonating his play. climbs 
Mount Olympus with the gods and trium- 
phantly through the sunrise tinted sky with Phaeton 
discovers verdant islands the sea the company 
Telemachus. The simplest and most permanent 
way educating children through appealing 
their natural instincts. Let instill child courage 
surrounding our children with army wit- 
nesses, the heroes all time who take their winged 
way down through the centuries, religion, folk tale 
and tale of.fancy, history and industrial achievement. 
will tell children the life stories these world 
heroes, not didactic, preaching way but terms 
action and related the child’s own everyday 
life. will prove permanent courage lesson and 
the results will important strengthening the 
character and will power our boys and girls. 

The younger child needs told the adventures 
and prowess those heroes and heroines the 
world’s golden tinted imagination, those story people 
who never lived but whose trail has been cut down 
through the years sage, legend, fanciful and folk 
tale. The little child lives outside life’s realities. 
The historic old woman the shoe almost real 
him his own mother real and climbs his 
back yard apple tree scales his dreams the magic 
bean vine Jack the Giant Killer and sees the 
towers the giant’s castle the billowing cloud 
turrets the sky above him. 

Who are these first heroes childhood? 

Tom Thumb, tiny and valiant rides 
his mouse steed through fields fancy bound for 
and triumphant his many deeds daring; Hans 
Christian Andersen’s Tin Soldier, who undaunted 
the face many dangers; clever Lars; Faithful 
John; the little Cinder Maid; Victor Hugo’s Cosette; 
bold Thor; purposeful Siegfried; lovable Baldur; 
valiant Theseus, the Snow Man Andersen; Atlas 
upholding the world his patient, bent old 
shoulders; Jack the Giant Killer; Cedric; Tiny 
Tim; the Ugly Duckling; Stockton’s Old Pipes, the 
patient herdsman; Br’er Rabbit; the Little Lame 
Prince; Ruskin’s Gluck The King the Golden 
River; Dick Whittington; the Frog Prince, and 
army others.

things. with nearly all these hero types that 
present the little child. 

Andersen’s Tin Soldier puts bravery the heart 
the most beloved toy childhood with love for 
the inspiration the valor which is, after all, the 
deepest and greatest impulse for being self-sacrificing 
and courageous. Clever Lars shows how wisdom has 
part true adventure; the child must think 
before acts foolhardiness will result. Cinderella 
delineates for the child the courage humility; 
Cosette offers the same theme different plane 
and for the child who slightly older. Thor 
typifies the courage strength and Siegfried stands 
for the prowess achievement. Baldur, the god 
spring and light, illustrates the power good 
over evil, light over darkness. Theseus represents 
the spirit brave adventuring. Andersen’s comic, 
tragic Snow Man and Joel Chandler Harris’s Br’er 
Rabbit are examples bravery set humorous 
background that makes them peculiarly appealing. 
What child laughs about wholesome glee lies 
very near his heart. Atlas shows children the 
courage patience, Jack the Giant Killer illustrates 
courage with the purpose relieving the need 
others.

Tom Brown, who bravely de- 
velops into manly Christian whose life cowardice 
has place, Saint George, Galahad, the Story 
the Cid, Heidi, the Story David Livingstone, Dora 
the Lighthouse, Jeanne d’Arc, John Paul Jones, 
Davy Crockett, the boyhood Lincoln, Florence 
Nightingale, and many others interest children 
this age and inspire them copy their illustrious 
examples. Taking boys and girls farther back 
may bring them such olden time heroes the 
little Greek, Ladas, the brave runner the golden 
days Athens; Diogenes, brave his humility; 
Marcus Aurelius and the other heroes and 
Rome whose laurels are still green and their examples 
still worthy emulation. 

The younger child makes application his 
fairy tale heroes his play. dresses himself 
represent them, dramatizes their acts and 
speeches, draws pictures them 
that sees and hears them out doors.

Rebecca, Naomi, Gideon, Nehemiah, Jesse, David, 
Elijah, Daniel, Samuel, Moses, are all hero types 
engrossing interest boys and girls. the para- 
bles and acts the apostles that form hero epics for 
children are the Sower, the Talents, the Good 


The immortal Frog Prince plucky 
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Samaritan, The Lost Sheep, the Prodigal Son, the 
Good Shepherd, Stephen the Martyr, and the Ship- 
wreck Paul.

discussing the progress made 

the department kinder- 
garten education Teachers Col- 
lege, seems advisable report 
not only those experiments which 
seem justify drawing some 
safe conclusions, but also call 
attention the experiments now 
being made, those prepara- 
tion, pointing out their general 
tendency. 

The main effort investigation 
has been discover better mate- 
rials for the child the kinder- 
garten period. Some the 
searching questions have put 
ourselves are: What are the 
distinctive functions the teacher 
and the materials the educative 
process? How far the materials 
presented the kindergarten and 
primary make their own appeal 
the child? they hold and 
themselves, their supposed 
holding power largely due the 
presence and power exerted, con- 
sciously unconsciously, the 
authority the approval dis- 
approval, the teacher? 

When materials are put this 
test, namely, that their natural 
holding power, even the absence 
the teachers, two results seem 
follow: many traditional ma- 
terials the kindergarten are 
eliminated; and many new mate- 
rials not included the usual 
accredited list must acknowl- 
edged greater value than 
those already used. This brings 
face face with the necessity 
for selecting materials from any 
selection free from 
traditional bias, whether for 
against Froebel, Montessori, 
any other student young 
children. 

There are several new materials 
which have proved valuable 
all the experiments made far. 
They are: (1) the large building 
blocks and some the occupation 
materials planned Froebel; (2) 
some the larger Montessori 


materials, especially for the young- 
est kindergarten children; (3) the 
large floor blocks used for some 
years the Horace Mann, Speyer, 
and Louisville kindergartens; (4) 
few well selected toys, especially 
the doll; (5) large apparatus for 
physical activity, such the slide, 
swing, seesaw, etc. For the 
manual arts, also, have made 
number changes which seem 
far more satisfactory both 
teachers and children, than those 
which were use 
the traditional kindergarten. 

This problem has been attacked 
not only from the standpoint 
the holding power the materials 
and processes, but also from the 
standpoint their ability carry 
over from the kindergarten into 
the primary school. For example, 
when the materials and processes 
sewing and weaving are put 
this test, can see that 
neither the school 
uses either the materials the 
processes employed kindergar- 
ten sewing and weaving. used 
the kindergarten, these con- 
trary the methods use 
the school, the home, and industry. 
our kindergarten decided 
apply this practical standard 
relating graded schools and 
industry, see first the mate- 
rials and processes now use 
meet the 
interests and technique, and then 
ascertain whether could 
begin, even the crudest form, 
processes which would carry over 
higher planes into the school, 
the home, and industry.

The same test was made with 
weaving, which resulted the 
banishment paper weaving mats 
and the substitution larger and 
tougher materials involving the 
processes racial expression along 
these lines, and meeting require- 
ments that come later.
